REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
of the independent claim 1 (Fig. 1 ) is similar to the invention of the prior art (Figs. 9 and 
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10) contained in the present application, except that the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the limitation regarding the vertical extension which is to be in contact or highly 
close to the edge of the lens. With this characteristic in place, a solution film is 
prevented from occurring (see page 7, lines 5-8). This is an improvement over the prior 
art. As regards the embodiment of independent claim 7, the improvement can be 
achieved by a new type of lower side holder as given in last four lines of the claim, with 
the improvement being the reduction of amount of solution to be gathered on the lens 
(see page 8, lines 13-18).
